It might be indispensable to 
the nation's life in great crisis.

though I have not considered a consti- 
tutional amendment as necessary to'the 
exercise of certain-phases of .this mat- 
ter, mature consideration has satis- 
fled me that an airiendmentis the^o'nly 
proper course^or its establishment to 
its full .extent.

The Preferred Course. ' 


• "This course is much to be" preferred 
to the one proposed of re-enacting a 
law once judicially declared to be un- 
constitutional. For the congress to as- 
sume that the court will reverse itself 
and to enact legislation on such an 
assumption, will not strengthen-popu- 
lar confidence in the stability, of judi- 
cial construction of the constitution

"Again, it is clear that by the enact- 


ment of the proposed law,, the congress 
will not be bringing money into the 
Teasury, to meet the present deficiency 
out by putting on the statute books a 
law already there and never repealec 
will simply be suggesting to the execu- 
tive officers of the government their 
possible duty to invoke litigation.

Government to Restock Rivera to Save 


Button Miking Industry.. 


Homestead, Ind., June 
15.—J. H. 


Boepple, appointed by 
the 
United 


States government, is making daily 
trips In a small boat on the Ohio river, 
near this place, fishing for mussels, 
the -finest specimens of which he sends 
to the United States flsh commission 


1 at "Washington. He says the govern- 
ment is preparing to establish a great 
mussel hatchery at Fairport, la., for 
the purpose of restocking the rivers 


mussels, thereby making possi- 


ble the continuation of the pearl but- 
ton industry In this country. 


Mr. Boepple is a native of Ger- 


many, and has made a lifelong study 
of mussels and all shell flsh for but- 
ton making purposes. He has resided 
in America for twenty years. While 
living in 
Hamburg, 
Germany, 
he 


worked at the 
button making in- 


dustry, making buttons from animal 
tusks. A friend sent him a Mississip- 
pi river mussel and he saw the possi- 
bility of a great button making. In- 
dustry in the United States and for 
that purpose came to America. 
He 


studied some of the rivers where he 
found -great beds of mussels. 
After 


making a. few buttons-io show what 
could be done he had, a conference 
with President McKinley, who, later 
signed the tariff bill making the but- 
ton industry possible. Since the in- 
dustry was established, instead of im- 
porting four million dollars' wprth of 
buttons annually, the United States" 
has been exporting two million dol- 
lars' worth each year.

First Offenders Helped In- 


stead of Soiled by Ar- 


rest and. Trial. 


Buffalo, June 18.—Fred Kohler, chief 


of police of Cleveland, Ohio, told the 
delegates to the convention of the In- 
ternational 
Association 
of 
Police 


Chiefs today of the common-sense or 
"golden rule" policy of making or not 
making arrests which has been adopt- 
ed by the' department of which be Is 
the head. 


The "golden rule" system which the 


speaker said has now been In success- 
ful operation for seventeen months, 
grew out of the speaker's observation 
of police court routine. He had seen 
dally an almost endless procession of 
prisoners, including a large percentage 
of .juveniles, .charged with minor of- 
fenses, a large proportion of whom 
were subsequently discharged when 
their cases had been sifted. These lat- 
ter went away, but bearing the stigma 
of police court, which humiliation in 
Itself enhanced the possibility of a 
second arrest. Incident to"" these ar- 
rests were the Inevitable groups of 
aged and weeping parents, distressed 
wives with babies in, their arms, 
friends of the accused tempted to com- 
mit perjury in their behalf,' and all 
these frequently, th« game of black- 
mailing witnesses, «hyster 
lawyers, 


professional bondsmen and sometimes 
police magistrates who were not above 
making political capital out of their 
authority to hold or set free the of- 
fenders before them. 


First Offenders Not Bid. 


A systematic inquiry extending over 


n considerable period convinced Chief 
Kohler that many of these first offend- 
ers wore not so<bad after all, and that 
most of them had committed their of- 
fence through thoughtlessness, natural 
passion or In a spirit of frolic or mia- 
chlef. Firm In the conviction that the 
policeman was the 
best judse and 


should bo the final judge of first of- 
fenders, the Cleveland chief set about 
to constitute every police officer a sort 
of a magistrate, who should pass upon 
minor offenses before bringing the of- 
fender before a. formal court of justice. 
The result, he said, had been to de- 
crease tha arrests two-thirds, In a 
year's time. Against 30,418 arrests In 
1907 there were but 10,085 in 1908. -In 
the face of this decrease known crim- 
inals had suffered, for the reason that 
more time was permitted for the police 
to ferret out the real enemies of so- 
ciety. 
Furthermore 
the courts had 


been to a great extnnt freed of black- 
mailers, professional politicians and in- 
nrir»nt relatives of unfortunate first 
offenders.
